Q*— While Mark 16:17, 18 ara spuri­ 
ous and ought to be rejected by every 
earnest Bible Student yet a text similar 
;© these is found in Luke’s gospel: it is 
Luke 10:19. 
Please explain this text to 
me. 
(L. Et. F.) 
Answer. — As 
all 
Bible 
Students 
know, the 9th to the 20th verses of 
Mark 16 were not written by Mark 
himself but were added by some one 
during the dark ages. The passage in 
Luke IO which you cite is, however, 
to be accepted as part of the Scrip­ 
tures; but we note that it is given as a 
promise only to the seventy scut out 
by our Lord. 
The somewhat similar 
spurious passage in Mark IG is stated 
as being true of all Christians. 
We 
have no doubt whatever that the Lord 
could have given the same power to 
all the Church, that was given to the 
seventy so that we might ull tread on 
serpents. 
There is no necessity for 
this however, and he has not done it. 
A few weeks ago a Minister who 
thought that the Lord had given him 
this power, sought to demonstrate his 
ability before an audience, and had a 
large attendance at bis funeral. 
The 
purpose of giving such powers in the 
dawn of church history was that at­ 
tention might be quickly attracted to 
the 
message 
then 
being 
heralded 
throughout the world. As soon as this 
was accomplished these special powers j 
passed away.

horses during the hot summer months 
by lessening the number of daily de­ 
liveries of goods. 
A general inform al discussion of 
the pros and cons of the subject fol­ 
lowed th at was participated in by 
Messrs. Fred Gehlken, A. E. Leslie, 
.I. C. Bullock, E. P, Carl, Robert Ram­ 
sey, John Brandt, W. C. Hunt, Frank 
Williams, Joseph Paradis and others, 
the consensus of whose rem arks in­ 
dicate a very unsatisfactory status— 
far too many deliveries being exacted 
from retailers, due largely, no doubt, 
to the thoughtlessness of customers. 
The idea of one customer making 
five separate orders for goods in one 
day and some of them so trivial Iii 
amount as to be only a few cents 
(one retailer confessing to having 
this experience) is certainly indica­ 
tive of a serious need for education 
along practical 
home-keeping 
lines, 
aud such practices entail unnecessary 
hardships upon the dealers, their help 
aud their horses and eliminate any 
chance for profit from such business.
